The council-manager form of govern- 
ment is frequently attacked as an undem- 
ocratic form under which dictatorial au- 
thority is concentrated in the manager.

Long-lasting potash food developed 


The success of ureaform fertilizers, which release ni 
trogen slowly, has stimulated research into fixed forms 
of other plant foods. One of these is potash, now avail 
able as a glassy “frit.” 

Tests made in California on greenhouse crops show 
that this potassium frit has a long feeding period. A 
single application, in combination with ureaform ni 
trogen, has been enough to carry flower crops all 
through one season 

Whether or not the frit would be useful in your war 
den depends a great deal on the type of soil. Potash i 
seldom deficient in soils containine clay. In sandy 
soils, however, potassium is sometimes leached out and

Safety as a selling point, cour- 
ageously tried by one manufactur- 
er, was discarded late in 1956. 
Some of the protective devices that 
went with the program caught on, 
others didn’t. Optional padding on 
instrument panel and sun visors, 
for example, was specified by 43 
percent of the buyers. Seat belts, 
on the other hand, attracted less 
than half that amount of customers, 
even though the company offered 
them at cost. A recently devised 
jacket to keep small children an- 
chored in place has hardly tickled

Air-conditioning tells another 
story, one proving that cost is no 
object to the many who demand 
living-room comfort on the high- 
way, even in their convertibles 
One maker of prestige cars is pro- 
gramming a third of its production 

about 45,000 units—-to include 
air-conditioning. A further third 
will probably have less expensive 
coolers installed by one of the many 
independent suppliers, especially 
in the Southwest. In the state of 
Iexas alone, 94 percent of high- 
priced cars delivered are equipped 
with air-conditioning. One maker 
of much less expensive autos re- 
ports he 8 rece ived twice as many 
orders for air-conditioned cars al- 
ready as were produced during the 
entre 1956 model run 

Sure-lire returns on accessory 
investments can only be assured 
through rational purchase, Any 
item, such as power steering and 
brakes, must pass through a period 
of public trial before it commands 
a premium on the used-car lot. Ac- 
ceptance ranges from the degree 
enjoyed by automatic transmis- 
sions, to electronic headlight-dim- 
ming devices, mobile phonographs, 
and like gadgetry that have litte 
resale value. Those currently un- 
dergoing this test are power-pack- 
ages and locked diflerentials, the 
latter being a gear arrangement 
that ensures delivery of equal pow- 


er to both rear wheels 


Some 1958 developments can 
already be predicted. While there 
will be no more new makers, there 
will be one new model in the ine- 


dium-price field, with its own 
stvling and dealer organization 
Only 7 of the existing 22 makes 


will be all-new from tires to roof 
Ihe rest will be face-lifted versions 
of this year’s massive change which, 
incidentally, makes this year a 
good time to buy. Engines will be 
for the most part V-8's, and cer- 
tainly located in front of you. There 
is a strong possibility, though, that 
two makers will move their trans- 
missions back to a position adja- 
cent to the rear axle

Experiment to find the starch you prefer, the one that 
works best in your washer.

If you have dryer, you may have to use a little heavier 
starch solution than normal. Always dry starched clothes 
together do not mix with unstarched clothing. Save 
work by removing clothes when there is just enough mois- 
ture for ironing; iron, or fold loosely and place in plastic 
bag for ironing later.

I, a majority of 2,000,000 Americans sullerine from dl- 
abetes, the testing of a new drug called Orinase ushers in a 
promise of freedom i release from slavery to the hypo- 
dermic needle. Instead of being chained to the need for 
daily injections of ulin in order to live--many of them 
may be able t trol their disease with a tablet which can

I his is more tha just another medical miracle lo the 
diahbetu md about 4 O.000 of u ilive today in the 
United Stat ire scheduled to become diabeti« the new 
drug which can be taken by mouth represents what may be 
the greatest advance in 3,500 years of diabetes history 

(rinase will not work for every diabetic. One thing is es- 
sential. If Orinase is to work, some part of the patient's 
pancreas must be able to produce insulin, But indications 
are that for a substantial majority possibly () percent or 
more the me drug can provide not only a treatment but 
also an Opportunity to live a more normal life 

Unlike many of the so-called miracle drugs which, be- 


cause the need for them was immediate, were released to 


the publi ifter the barest necessary testing, Orinase —a 
distant chemical cousin of the sulfas-—chemical name tol- 
butamucde has undergone the most careful investigation 
of any substance in recent medical history 


Had there been no insulin for the treatment of diabetes,” 
explains Dr, Rachmiel Levine of Chicago's Michael Reese 
Hospital, one of the world’s leading experts in carbohydrate 
metabolism, “Orinase would have been rushed to the public 
long ago. But having insulin reduced the urgency and gave 
us the golden opportunity scientists dream about—to test, 
test, and test some more.” 

In Germany and most of Western Europe, over 40,000 
patients have been receiving Orinase therapy for about two 
years. In the United States, some 1,700 physi ians have 
been testing the drug on about 20,000 patients—in some 
cases for well over a yea! 

he results were summarized this year at an international 
conlerence sponsored by New York Ac ademy ol Sc ences. 


Mount Sinai’s Dr. Henry Dolger, whose results reflected 
those of many other investigators both here and abroad, re- 
ported that after using Orinase on about 700 diabetics he 
found it effective in four out of five cases where the patient 
was over 40; one out of three cases where the patient was 


between 20 and 40; ineffective with juveniles 


‘ 
Si vnc e over 75 percent of all diabetics are over 40, the drug 
seems most effective in the area of greatest need. Further- 
more, Doctor Dolger added, out of 315 patients who had 
found insulin necessary to treatment, replacement of insulin 
by Orinase was possible in 202 cases and “it was surprising 
to find better diabetic control with the Orinase.”’ 

Equally important was the fact that “‘not a single serious 
or significant toxic effect was demonstrated in the entire 
group over a one-year period.”

many diabetics. This comes at a 
most opportune time because, as 
our life expectancy is increasing, so 
is the incidence of diabetes which 
today covers about 65,000 new 
cases annually, 

Diabetes is one of the earliest 
diseases on record. It was described 
in an Egyptian papyrus of about 
1550 B.C. The cause was unknown 
at the time 

A physician of 200 A.D. called 
it a disease in which the flesh 
“melts away” and is siphoned off 
into the urine. The very name “‘di- 
abetes” is derived from the Greek 
word for siphon 

loday’s test for diabetes involves 
checking blood and urine for high 
sugar levels, which isn't much dif- 
ferent from the early tests. How- 
ever, the present-day diabetic, 
properly controlled with diet and 
supplementary insulin if necessary 
can expect to live a normal tife 
span. But the cause of diabetes re- 
mains as much a mystery as it was 
to the physicians of ancient Egypt 

Modern doctors do agree, how- 
ever, that diabetes produces an in- 
ability on the part ol the body to 
convert sugar into the energy 
which is vital for all body functions 
This inability to metabolize carbo- 
hydrates seems to be due to a 
breakdown in the normal insulin 
mechanism. Insulin, a hormone 
produced by certain cells of the 
pancreas, somehow is responsible 
for the body's ability to utilize 
sugar and turn it into energy, How 
insulin does this is still anothe 
medical mystery 

In diabetes, something goes 
wrong either with the normal pro- 
duction of insulin or the way in 
which it works. As a result, unused 
sugar piles up in the blood, the pa- 
tient weakens, other disturbances 
set in and, if the disease runs its 
normal course, the victim finally 


passes into coma and dies

Isolation of insulin 


Until 1921, the only recognized 
treatment for diabetes was a strict- 
ly controlled diet that limited car- 
bohydrate intake. In a number of 
cases diet was not enough and the 
patients died. Then came one of 
the most remarkable achievements 
of modern medicine. Two young 
Canadians—orthopedi surgeon 
Frederick G. Banting and second- 
year medical student Charles H. 
Best-——isolated insulin from the 
pancreas of a dog, a feat which 
won Banting a Nobel Prize and 
knighthood. For the first time since 
diabetes was first recognized as a 
disease, its victims had an effective 
treatment 

The search for a pill 

While insulin provided a means 
of controlling diabetes, it created a 
new set of problems for the diabetc 
whose disease could not be man- 
aged by diet alone. Since insulin 
is destroyed by the digestive juices, 
it could not be taken by mouth 
but had to be injected 

Io some, injections are a pain- 
ful hardship. To others they are an 
inconvenience. Still others find it 
impossible to inject themselves and 
must have it done for them—-usu- 
ally by a member of the family or 
by a friend trained to do the job 
Under these circumstances condi- 
tions could and did arise which 
made it impossible for a diabetic to 
have a needed injection 

So, almost as soon as insulin was 
isolated, the search for an anti- 
diabetes pill began. The problem 
was to find a substance which 
could be taken by mouth to reduce 
the high blood sugar and other 
symptoms of diabetes, enable the 
body to utilize carbohydrates and 
turn them into energy, and—-at the 
same time—-produce no harmful 
side effects. The last requirement

He says that if 
people get a four-day week, they'll start 
buying such leisuretime items as tennis 
rackets, fishing rods, and clay modeling 
sets. This will force people to take part 
time jobs to pay all the new bills, and 
pretty soon everybody will be working 
seven days a week-—-and. blaming the 
administration 

Then all the wives will start writing 
their congressmen, demanding that some- 
thing be done to get the American man out 
of the home. The cycle will be reversed, 
each party promising a longer work-week 
to get the women’s vote
